PREPARED  ARECA  CHARCOAL. 

The  properties  of  charcoal,  as  a  Dentrifice,  were  noticed 
in  the  first  edition  of  this  work,  under  the  title  of  Car¬ 
bonic  Powder  ;  since  which  it  has  been  very  generally  em¬ 
ployed  for  the  purpose  of  cleaning  the  teeth. 

Well-calcined  charcoal,  reduced  to  a  fine  powder,  is,  no 
doubt,  a  very  innocent  and  excellent  tooth-powder.  It 
gives  the  enamel  a  fine,  healthy,  white  appearance,  de¬ 
stroys  the  offensive  effluvia  arising  from  carious  teeth,  and 
will  not  only  prevent  caries  of  the  enamel,  but  even  ar¬ 
rest  its  progress  after  it  has  taken  place  ;  and  it  is  worthy 
of  remark,  that  people  who  have  been  great  sufferers  by 
tooth-ache,  have  not  experienced  the  least  relapse  after 
the  regular  use  of  this  powder.  It  is  likewise  very  effi¬ 
cacious  in  destroying  unpleasant  tastes  in  the  mouth,  and 
for  cleaning  the  tongue  in  cases  of  putrid  fever,  sore- 
throat,  and  indigestion.  The  charcoal,  prepared  from  the 
Areca  nut,  has  been  held  in  high  estimation  among  the 
Indians  ;  and  Dr.  Lind,  late  of  Bengal,  states,  that  by 
its  use  he  has  preserved  all  his  teeth  perfectly  sound ; 
although  now  arrived  to  the  age  of  eighty  :  and  several 
very  respectable  gentlemen  who  have  resided  many  years 
in  the  East  Indies,  have  assured  me  that  it  is  esteemed  a 
great  preserver  of  the  teeth,  and  a  certain  preventive 
against  the  tooth-ache.  The  charcoal  of  the  Areca  nut 
(generally  termed  Betel  nut  in  this  country)  certainly  af¬ 
fords  a  more  solid  powder  than  that  of  wood,  and  there¬ 
fore,  for  the  purpose  of  cleaning  the  teeth,  is  more  effi¬ 
cacious.  It  also  possesses  an  alkalescency,  which  renders 
the  matter  that  adheres  to  the  teeth  more  readily  removed 
by  the  brush ; — a  property  from  which  the  common  char¬ 
coal  is  entirely  exempt. 

On  the  very  respectable  authority  of  Dr.  Lind,  I  was 
induced  to  give  the  Areca  charcoal  a  trial ;  and,  from  long 
experience  I  have  no  hesitation  in  recommending  its 
adoption  in  preference  to  that  of  wood. 


ESSENTIAL  SALT  OF  BARR. 
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It  is  become  necessary  to  caution  the  public  against  tbp 
tooth  powders  recommended  by  many  dentists,  and  par¬ 
ticularly  those  sold  by  perfumers,  which  being  composed 
of  the  most  destructive  minerals,  may  for  a  short  time  ren¬ 
der  the  teeth  white,  but  will  ultimately  prove  very  inju¬ 
rious  by  their  mechanical  action  on  the  enamel.  Indeed 
such  is  tlie  mischief  that  uniformly  follows  their  use,  that 
the  introduction  of  the  Areca  charcoal  into  this  country 
may  be  considered  a  great  desideratum,  and,  as  soon  as  its 
valuable  properties  are  known,  it  will  no  doubt  be  gene¬ 
rally  adopted. 

The  tincture  ofrhatany  root,  mixed  with  a  little  water, 
forms  a  very  excellent  astringent  lotion  for  the  teeth,  and 
should  always  acompany  the  use  of  the  prepared  charcoal, 
or  any  other  dentrihce.  This  tinctnre,  from  its  peculiar 
astringent  pow  er,  braces  and  strengthens  the  gums,  and  its 
repeated  use  has  often  succeeded  in  fastening  loose  teeth. 
(See  Tooth-ache.) 

Having  examined  the  tooth-powder  industriously  ad¬ 
vertised  by  several  druggists,  under  the  name  of  Prepared 
Charcoal^  I  can  assert,  that  I  have  not  found  any  to  be 
genuine  charcoal  powder,  but  a  composition  of  burnt 
oyster-shells,  which  in  no  respect  resembles  charcoal;  and 
as  a  dentrihce  must  assuredly  prove  very  hurtful.  The 
spurious  charcoal  powder  may  be  known  by  being  of  a 
grey  colour,  whereas  true  charcoal  is  perfectly  black. 

Under  the  head  of  Tooth-ache,  some  further  directions 
are  given  respecting  the  management  of  the  teeth,  and  the 
principal  causes  of  caries  and  tartareous  concretions. 


ESSENTIAL  SALT  OF  BARK. 

This  preparation,  hrst  introduced  into  practice  in  thb 
country  by  Dr.  Charles  J.  Smyth,  contains  in  a  concen¬ 
trated  state,  the  volatile  and  active  properties  of  the  Pe¬ 
ruvian  bark,  in  a  high  degree  of  perfection,  and  answers 
every  purpose  of  the  powder,  without  producing  the  ill 
effects  of  nausea,  vomiting,  and  purging,  so  much  to  be 
dreaded  in  diseases  of  debility,  such  as  putrid  sore  throats, 
rnortilications,  and  agues ;  cases  in  which  no  other  pre- 
paratiori  of  this  valuable  medicine  affords  a  [)roper  substi^ 
tute  for  the  powder. 

Ten  grains  of  the  essential  salt  are  equal  to  a  drachm  of 
the  bark  in  substance.  It  is  much  more  pleasant  to  the

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palate,  and  agrees  better  with  the  stomach,  and  may, 
with  equal  advantage,  be  employed  where  the  use  of  a 
strengthening  medicine  is  indicated.  In  intermittent  and 
remittent  fevers,  ten  grains  may  be  taken  every  two  hours, 
either  in  the  form  of  pills,  or  dissolved  in  an  ounce  of 
camphorated  julep  ;  but  for  low  fevers,  putrid  sore  throat, 
and  mortifications,  red  port  wine  is  a  proper  vehicle ;  with 
which,  in  the  proportion  of  three  drachms  to  a  quart,  it 
makes  an  elegant  tincture,  possessing  all  the  active  pro¬ 
perties  of  the  Peruvian  bark,  and  at  the  same  time  free 
from  the  pernicious  effects  of  the  ardent  spirit  of  wine  with 
which  the  different  simple  and  compound  tinctures  are 
made. 

In  cases  of  indigestion,  general  weakness,  whites,  and 
gleets^  the  following  form  has  been  found  to  answer 
best : 

Take  of  essential  salt  of  bark,  two  drachms  ;  dried  soda, 
half  a  drachm ;  oil  of  carraways,  ten  drops.  Mix  them 
well  together,  and  with  simple  syrup  form  a  mass;  to  be 
divided  into  thirty-six  pills,  two  or  three  of  which  are  to 
be  taken  three  times  a  day.  If  the  patient  cannot  take 
pills,  the  solution  of  the  salt  of  bark  in  port  wine,  as  above 
directed,  may  be  substituted  for  them.

This  salt  in  the  proportion  of  a  large  tea  spoori-ful  to 
half  a  pint  of  water,  is  equal  to  the  same  quantity  of  the 
highly  extolled  sulphurous  waters  of  H  arrowgate  ;  and  not 
less  beneficial  in  its  effects.  Taken  internally  in  the  quan¬ 
tity  of  from  half  a  pint  to  a  pint  and  a  half  during  the  course 
of  the  morning,  it  is  a  powerful  remedy  in  diseases  of  the 
skin,  scorbutic  complaints,  scrofula,  gout,  and  rheumatism. 
It  is  also  very  beneficial  in  removing  piles,  and  correcting 
the  disposition  to  that  troublesome  affection.  We  have 
also  known  it  efficacious  in  destroying  worms,  particularly 
those  termed  ascarides.  A  bath  of  it  is  of  great  service  in 
chronic  rheumatism,  obscure  pains  about  the  joints,  sprains, 
and  contributes  to  the  cure  of  old  ulcers.  It  should  be 
taken  in  such  quantities  as  to  produce  a  gentle  laxative 
eflfect  on  the  bowels. 


BASILIC  NUT. 

This  nut  is  composed  of  the  basilic  powder  and  gin- 
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g'erbread  The  basilic  powder  is  the  most  effectual  and 
vsafe  remedy  for  the  expulsion  of  every  species  of  worms 
which  lorm  in  the  stomach  and  intestines,  that  has  been 
discoveiv^d.  It  is  also  a  very  excellent  alterative  purga- 
tiv-e  medicine  for  children,  as  it  not  only  carries  oft’  slime 
and  crudities  from  the  bowels,  but  also  corrects  the  con¬ 
stitution  and  destroys  a  predisposition  to  the  generation 
or  worms.  Combined  with  gingerbread  it  is  more  readily 
taken  by  children,  and  no  portion  lost,  as  is  generally  the 
case  when  administered  in  a  liquid.  The  basilic  powder 
is  given  to  children  of  all  ages,  every  second  and  third 
inornijig,  in  the  doses  of  four  grains  to  a  child  of  one  year 
old,  increasing  one  grain  for  every  year  to  the  age  of 
trventy.  in  each  nut  containing  twenty  grains,  the  powder 
is  so  well  blended,  that  it  may  be  divided  into  doses  pro¬ 
portioned  to  the  age  of  the  patient  with  accuracy. 


ASSARABACCA  SNUFF. 

This  powder  (the  basis  of  which  is  the  assarabacca  herb) 
is  a  most  excellent  cephalic.  A  few  grains  shuffed  up  the 
nose  produces  a  considerable  discharge  of  mucus  from  the 
internal  surface  and  sneezing,  by  which  the  most  obstinate 
bead-ache,  tooth-ache,  complaints  of  the  eyes,  (particularly 
gutta  serena,  and  weakness  of  sight)  and  paralytic  and 
other  complaints,  attended  with  stupor  or  drowsiness,  have 
been  effectually  cured.  Geoffroy  states  that  after  snuffing 
lip  four  or  five  grains  of  this  powder  in  an  evening,  he  has 
found  the  discharge  from  the  nose  to  continue  for  three 
days  together,  and  this  author  observes  that  it  so  effectually 
clears  the  head  and  rouses  the  energy  of  the  brain,  that  it 
has  cured  palsy  of  the  tongue  and  deafness.  It  is  more 
efficacious  ifi  these  complaints  than  the  powder  sold  under 
the  name  of  cephalic  snuff,  which  is  a  compound  of  herbs 
of  little  or  no  medicinal  virtue  as  an  application  to  the 
nostrils. 


TINCTURE  FOR  TOOTH  ACHE. 

This  composition  is  the  most  efficacious  remedy  for 
tooth-ache  that  has  been  discovered.  Being  first  prepared 
by  Mr.  Perry  of  Farnham,  it  is  generally  sold  under  the 
name  of  Perry’s  essence  for  the  tooth-ache.

COLD  EXPRESSED  CASTOR  OIL. 

The  oil  of  the  castor-seed  expressed  without  heat  is 
free  from  the  unpleasant  acrid  taste  of  the  castor  oil  im¬ 
ported  from  the  West  or  East  Indies,  on  account  ol 
greater  care  being  taken  in  decorticating  the  seed  (the  oil 
of  the  rind  being  verj  acrid)  and  less  heat  employed  in 
the  process.  As  an  aperient  medcine  it  is  equally  effi¬ 
cacious. 


CITRIC  ACID, 

AND 

LEMONATED  CARBONATE  OF  SODA. 

On  dissolving  a  small  tea  spoon-ful  of  each  of  these  salts 
separately  in  a  glass  of  water,  and  mixing  them  together, 
effervescence  and  evplution  of  a  considerable  quantity  ot 
•carbonic  acid  gas  takes  place,  in  which  state  it  should  be 
^r^nk.  It  is  more  pleasant  and  cooling  than  soda  water, 
and,  being  slightly  aperient,  is  more  beneficial  in  indiges¬ 
tion,  a  torpid  state  of  the  bowels  and  liver,  and  those  affec¬ 
tions  which  arise  from  residence  in  hot  climates,  and  the 
too  free  use  of  w  ine. 


THE  GALVANIC  BRUSH. 

This  brush  consists  of  metallic  wires  distributed  through 
the  hair  and  terminating  in  the  handle,  for  the  purpose  of 
more  effectually  conducting  superabundant  electric  matter 
from  the  body.

be  considered  equal  to  twenty  of  the  best  Peruvian  bark. 

Of  this  root,  the  same  preparations  are  kept  as  of  the 
Peruvian  bark;  viz.  the  powder,  the  extract,  and  the 
simple,  aromatic  and  compound  tinctures. 

The  extract^  which  is  made  by  inspissating  the  expressed 
juice  of  the  root  in  the  heat  of  the  sun,  (by  the  natives  of 
South  America)  possesses  in  great  perfection,  the  medici¬ 
nal  properties  of  the  root,  and  may  be  taken  in  the  form 
of  pills,  to  the  extent  of  five  or  ten  grains,  twice  a  day. 

'Yhe  pozmkr  may  be  taken  from  ten  to  thirty  grains. 

The  aromaiic  tincture  of  rhatani/  is  a  pleasant  and  effi¬ 
cacious  stomachic,  and,  in  the  dose  of  two  tea-spoonfuls  in 
a  little  water,  three  or  four  times  a  day,  will  prove  an 
admirable  remedy  for  indigestion  and  its  consequences,  as 
flatulency,  heartburn,  cramp  in  the  stomach,  nervous  ir¬ 
ritability,  &c. 

The  compound  tincture  is  taken  in  the  same  manner 
and  for  the  same  purposes. 

The  simple  tincture  is  much  recommended  for  cleaning 
the  teeth,  with  the  Areca  nut  charcoal,  in  lieu  ot  the 
tincture  of  myrrh ;  it  more  elfectually  constringes  and 
strengthens  the  gums. 

The  following  are  very  efficacious  forms  for  the  exhi¬ 
bition  of  this  valuable  medicine  ; 
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For  Ague  and  Epileptic  Fits. 

1.  Take  of  rhatany  powder,  one  ounce;  divide  into  six¬ 
teen  equal  parts  ;  one  to  be  taken  every  two  or  three 
hours,  in  mint  or  rosemary  tea  :  or 

2.  Take  of  rhatany  powder,  one  ounce;  ginger  powder, 
one  drachm  ;  conserve  of  orange  peel,  one  ounce.  Mix, 
and  with  simple  syrup  form  into  an  electuary.  A  tea- 
spoonfid,  or  the  size  of  a  large  nutmeg,  to  be  taken 
every  hour  in  the  absence  of  the  hot  fit  of  ague:  .or 

5.  Take  of  rhatany  powder,  and  the  aromatic  tincture  of 
rhatany,  of  each  six  drachms  :  pure  water,  seven  ounces. 
Mix. 

Three  large  table-spoonfuls  to  be  taken  every  three 
hours.

4.  Take  of  extract  of  rhatany  root,  one  drachm  and  a  half; 
vitriolated  magnesia,  two  drachms  ;  aromatic  tincture  of 
rhatany,  half  an  ounce  ;  pure  water,  seven  ounces.

Two  or  three  table-spoonfuls  to  be  taken  every  four  hours. 

This  is  a  very  excellent  mixture  for  the  diseases  speci¬ 
fied  above.  If  the  patient  be  affected  with  looseness,  the 
vitriolated  magnesia  should  be  omitted  ;  or  in  case  of 
heartburn,  scrophula,  or  gout,  two  drachms  of  the  pre¬ 
pared  natron  may  be  substituted  for  it; 

If  the  patient  prefers  pills,  the  following  form  will  prove 
not  less  efficacious  : 

5.  Take  of  extract  of  rhatany,  one  drachm  and  a  half ; 
dried  natron,  half  a  drachm  ;  oil  of  caraway  seeds,  fifteen 
drops.

THE  LETTUCE  LOZENGE. 

This  lozenge  is  prepared  according  to  the  directions 
given  by  Dr.  Duncan,  sen.  of  Edinburgh,  Professor  of  Me- 
dmme,  &c.  &c.

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expectoration,  exciting  salutary  perspiration,  affording 
great  facility  of  breathing,  and  procuring  sleep  without 
disordering  the  head.  Such  a  medicine  combined  with 
Tolu  and  the  virtues  of  the  liquorice,  ii,  no  doubt,  a  most 
valuable  remedy  in  affections  of  the  liings.  Sold  in  boxes 
of  2s.  6'd.  each,  with  directions. 


STRAMONIUM. 

This  medicine  has  lately  been  introduced  into  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  medicine,  by  Surgeon  Fisher,  as  a  remedy  for 
asthma,  wheezing,  wintercough,  and  pulmonary  consump¬ 
tion.  The  fume  of  the  prepared  herb  taken  into  the  lungs 
during  smoking,  by  allaying  morbid  irritation  of  the  in¬ 
ternal  membrane  of  the  w  indpipe  and  its  branches,  affords 
immediate  relief  in  cases  of  asthma,  w  heezing,  and  winter 
cough,  and  the  oxymel  of  it,  Mr.  Fisher  observes,  by 
promoting  expectoration,  allaying  irritation  of  the  lungs, 
and  hectic  fever,  correcting  the  constitution,  &c.  has 
proved  successful  in  cases  of  consumption  that  had  been 

pronounced  hopeless.” - Mr.  Fisher  in  his  treatise  on 

the  stramonium  asserts,  that  he  was  effectually  cured  of  a 
most  obstinate  asthmatic  cough  of  fourteen  years  standing, 
by  these  preparations.  It  may  be  necessary  to  observe, 
that  the  stramonium  employed  by  Mr.  Fisher  is  a  com¬ 
pound  preparation,  and  very  different  to  the  common 
dried  stramonium. 


THE  GOUT  HAMMER. 

In  gouty  and  rheumatic  inflammation  the  nerves  are  in 
a  morbid  state  of  irritation,  and  of  course  their  sensibility 
greatly  increased  ;  by  rubbing,  compressing,  or  beating  a 
part,  the  morbid  irritation  is  subdued,  and  even  tlie 
natural  sensibility  greatly  diminished,  h or  this  purpose, 
a  solid  piece  of  box  wood  in  the  form  of  a  hammer,  with 
the  ends  convex,  and  the  extremity  oi  the  handle  curved, 
of  which  the  following  is  a  representation,  has  been  found 
most  effectual. 


THE  GOUT  HAMMER, 


The  part  A,  is  for  the  purpose  of  rubbing  a  broad  surface 
where  the  pain  is  deeply  seated,  as  lumbago,  sciatica,  &c. 
The  ends  B,  are  for  pommelling  the  affected  part,  or  for 
rubbing  where  the  surface  is  confined,  as  the  ham,  palms 
of  the  hand,  face,  &c.  The  inside  of  the  curved  end  of  the 
handle  C,  is  for  rubbing  the  toes  or  fingers  in  cases  of 
gout.  And  the  convex  end  D,  is  for  rubbing  parts  that 
are  indented,  or  to  winch  the  end  of  the  hammer  B  cannot 
be  applied,  as  the  ear,  the  eye,  nose,  between  the  fingers, 
&c. ;  and  also  where  it  is  necessary  to  begin  with  a  very 
gentle  pressure,  on  account  of  the  great  sensibility  of  the 
part  affected,  as  gout  in  the  toe,  &c. 

By  frequent  percussion  with  a  hard  substance,  the  ir¬ 
ritability  of  nerves  may  be  so  completely  subdued,  as  to 
render  the  part  nearly  insensible;  whereas  by  the  friction 
of  a  soft  warm  hand,  the  nerves  are  rendered  more  tender, 
and  a  disposition  to  inflammatory  action  produced.  This 
system  of  friction  and  percussion  has  completely  succeeded 
in  removing  every  local  symptom  of  gout  and  rheumatism 
in  a  few  days,  and  has  been  employed  with  equal  success 
in  many  other  diseases  arising  from  morbid  irritation  of  the 
nerves,  or  diminished  action  of  the  absorbent  and  secerning 
vessels. 
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ALKALINE  TINCTURE  OP  FUMITORY. 

This  plant  has  been  highly  recommended  by  physicians 
of  the  first  authority,  as  a  powerful  corrector  of  scrofulous^ 
and  scorbutic  habits,  and  also  to  remove  obstructions  of 
the  liver  and  other  viscera,  and  to  deterge  the  skin.  The 
late  Professor  Cullen,  of  Edinburgh,  was  very  partial  to 
this  plant,  and  lie  states,  that  he  found  it  very  useful  in^ 
many  cases  of  indigestion,  cutaneous  foulness,  inactivity  of 
the  liver,  and  particularly  in  clearing  the  skin  in  many 
instances  of  cutaneous  affections  resembling  lepra.  The 
leaves  have  a  peculiar  bitter  saline  taste,  and  the  extract 
obtained  from  them  is  very  bitter.  This  tincture  is  made 
by  macerating  the  leaves  in  weak  brandy  in  a  sand  heat, 
tvith  the  vegetable  alkali,  and  is  so  strongly  impregnated 
with  its  virtues,  that  two  tea-spoonfuls  is  a  sufficient  dose, 
which  should  be  taken  twice  a  day  in  a  glass  of  cold  water, 
viz.  two  hours  before  dinner,  and  two  hours  before  IbecL 
time.  It  has  been  found  to  succeed  better  in  those  com¬ 
plaints  of  the  stomach  generally  termed  bilious  and  foul¬ 
ness  of  the  skin,  than  any  other  medicine,  and  more  effi¬ 
cacious  in  removing  obstructions  of  the  liver  than  mer¬ 
cury. 


INDIAN  ARROW  ROOT. 

The  Indian  arrow  root  lias,  of  late  years,  been  culti¬ 
vated  in  considerable  quantities  in  gardens  and  provision 
grounds  in  the  West  Indies.  The  following  process  for 
obtaining  the  fine  powder,  sold  in  this  country,  was  com¬ 
municated  by  a  principal  planter,  for  insertion  in  the  Me¬ 
dical  Guide  : — 

The  roots,  when  a  year  old,  are  dug  up,  well  washed 
in  water,  and  beaten  in  a  large  wooden  mortar  to  a  pulp. 
It  is  then  thrown  into  a  large  tub  of  clean  water,  well 
w  ashed,  and  the  fibrous  part  w  rung  out  by  the  hands  and 
thrown  away.  The  milky  liquor  being  passed  through  a 
lawn  sieve,  or  coarse  cloth,  is  suffered  to  settle,  and  the 
clear  w^ater  drained  off.  The  white  mass  left  at  the  bot¬ 
tom  is  again  mixed  with  clean  water,  and  strained;  lastly, 
the  mass  is  dried  on  sheets  in  the  sun  for  use.” 

This  powder  boiled  in  water  forms  a  very  pleasant  trans¬ 
parent  jelly,  very  superior  to  that  of  sago  or  tapioca,  and 
has  been  much  recommended  by  Dr.  Denman,  and 
other  eminent  practitiotiers,  as  a  nutritious  diet  for  chil- 
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INDIAN  AHROW  ROOT. 


(Iren  an(i  invalids.  The  jelly  is  made  in  the  followiii^^ 
inaTiner  :  to  a  dessert  spoonful  of  the  powder,  add  as  mncfi 
cold  water  as  will  make  it  into  a  paste,  then  pour  on  half 
a  pint  of  boiling  water,  stir  it  briskly,  and  boil  it  a  few 
minutes,  \viien  it  will  become  a  clear  smooth  jelly:  a  little 
sugar  afid  sherry  wine  may  be  added  for  debilitated  adults, 
but  fc>r  infants  a  drop  or  two  of  essence  of  caraway  seeds 
or  cinnamon  is  preferable,  wine  being  very  liable  to  be¬ 
come  acid  in  the  stomachs  of  infants,  and  disagree  with 
the  bowels,  h'resh  milk,  either  alone  or  diluted  with 
water,  may  be  substituted  for  the  water.  For  very  debi¬ 
litated  fraiues,  and  especially  for  ricketty  children,  this 
jelly,  blended  with  an  animal  jelly,  as  that  of  the  stag’s 
iiorn,  affords  a  more  nutritious  diet  than  arrow  root  alone^ 
which  may  be  done  in  the  following  manner  :  Boil  half 
an  ounce  of  the  true  stag’s  horu^  shavings  in  a  pint  of 
water  for  ilfteen  minutes,  then  strain,  and  add  two  dessert, 
spoonfuls  of  arrow  root  powder,  previously  well  mixed 
Milh  a  tea-cupful  of  water;  stir  them  briskly  together  and 
boil  them  for  a  few  minutes.  If  the  child  shouM  be  much 
troubled  with  flatulency,  from  tliree  to  six  drops  of  essence 
of  caraway  seeds,,  or  il  little  grated  nutmeg  may  be  added  ; 
but  lor  adults  port  wine  or  brandy  will  answer  best. 

Indeed,  by  this  diet,  1  am  well  persuaded  many  children 
have  been  reared,  which,  had  they  been  kept  on  the  breast, 
and  the  customary  spoonmeat,  would  have  died.  One 
lady  in  particular,  tvho  adopted  it,  has  now  two  children 
living,  in  perfect  good  health,  after  having  lost  five  either 
by  convulsions  or  bowel  complaints. 

The  combination  of  animal  and  vegetable  jellies  is  raucli 
recommended  by  Dr.  Cadogan,  in  his  popular  treatise  cm 
the  Management  of  Children  ;  who  justly  attributes  one- 
idnth  of  their  diseases  to  being  fed  too  much  with  veget*- 
ables.  Such  an  admixture  is  similar  to  mother’s  milk, 
and  probably  very  superior  to  the  milk  of  an  unhealthy 
•woman. 

Througli  the  extravagant  higli  price  af  six  shillings  & 


*  Great  care  should  be  taken  that  the  true  stag’s  or  hart’s 
horn  shavings  be  employed;  as  the  shavings  of  the  bleachci 
bones  of  the  calf,  on  account  of  being  whiter  and  much  cheaper, 
are  generally  sold  for  them.  The  latter  do  not  impart  so  strong 
or  wholesome  a  jelly  as  the  stag’s  horn,  the  bones  being  ncarJr 
deprived  of  their  glutinous  property,  by  the  process  they  un¬ 
dergo  to  reader  them  white.

SASSAFRAS  NUT. 

The  nut  of  the  sassafras  tree  is  of  the  same  mealy  and 
unctuous  quality  as  tlie  cocoa  nut,  from  which  chocolijte 
is  j^repaved ;  in  addition  to  wliich  it  contains  the  peculiar 
virtues  of  the  root  of  the  tree,  sold  under  the  name  of 
sassafras  wood,  wdiich  has  been  long  held  in  great  estima* 
lion  for  its  purifying  and  alterative  properties.  Thifi 
aromatic  quality,  which  is  very  grateful  to  the  stomachy 
most  invalids  require  for  breakfast  and  evening  repast,  to 
promote  digestion,  and  to  a  deficiency  of  this  property  in 
the  customary  breakfast  and  supper,  is  attributed  the  fre¬ 
quency  of  cases  of  indigestion  generally  termed  bilious. 
It  lias  been  found  iiighly  beneficial  in  correcting  the  vi¬ 
tiated  state  of  the  constitution,  from  whence  arise  many 
diseases,  such  as  eruptions  of  the  skin,  gout,  rheumatism, 
and  scrophula.  Jn  cases  of  debility  of  the  stomach  and 
a  sluggish  state  of  the  liver  and  intestines,  occasioning 
flatulence,  costiveness,  &c.  it  is  much  extolled.  In  asthma 
und  consumption  of  the  lungs  it  is  much  recommended  by 
Dr.  Reece. 

The  ground  nut  is  used  in  the  same  manner  as  cocoa  or 
coffee, 


THE  IGNITOR. 

This  little  apparatus  is  particularly  useful  to  light  a 
candle  in  the  night,  in  case  of  sudden  attack  of  disease  or 
alarm.  It  is  free  from  the  unpleasant  smell  of  phospho¬ 
rus  or  brimstone.  To  produce  aflame,  it  is  only  neces¬ 
sary  to  clip  one  of  the  matches  whicli  accompany  it  in  the 
bottle  (not  brimstone  matches),  and  on  taking*^ it  out  the 
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end  will  be  found  in  a  blaze,  with  which  a  candle  maj  he 
lighted.  This  apparatus,  which  may  be  obtained  for 
7s.  6d.  should  be  kept  by  every  family.  It  is  free  from 
danger,  and  when  the  fluid  is  exhausted,  may  be  reple¬ 
nished  at  the  expense  of  a  penny. 


USEFUL  FORMS  OF  MEDICINES,. 

MIXTURES. 

Stomachic  Mixture, 

Take  of  the  essential  salt  of  bark  one  drachm  ;  dissolve 
in  half  a  pint  of  distilled  water:  then  add  tincture  of  Ja¬ 
maica  ginger  and  camomile,  two  dracliins. 

Two  or  three  table  spoonsful  of  this  mixture  may  be, 
taken  three  times  a  day.  When  acidity  prevails  in  the 
stomach,  a  drachm  of  prepared  natron,  or  a  drachm  of 
magnesia  may  be  added. 

for  indigestion,  attended  with  costiveness  and  a  feverish 
state  of  the  system,  the  following  mixture  is  a  favourite 
remedy  of  Dr.  Baillie: 

lake  of  infusion  of  red  rose  leaves,  seven  ounces;  di¬ 
luted  vitriolic  acid  one  dfachm  ;  Epsom  salt  three  drachms ; 
compound  tincture  of  cardamon  seeds  six  drachms.  Mix. 

Two  or  three  table  spoonsful  to  be  taken  two  or  three 
times  a  day. 

When  there  is  a  deficiency  of[)ile,  in  consequence  of 
the  liver  being  in  a  sluggish  state,  Dr.  Baillie  prefers  this 
mixture  to  the  use  of  mercury.  When  the  liver  is  loaded 
with  lymph  a  little  mercury  is  necessary,  as  recommended 
by  Mr.  Abernethy  and  Dr.  Currie,  viz. 

About  one  grain  of  calomel  made  into  a  pill  with  con¬ 
serve  of  hips,  every  other  night  for  ten  days  or  a  fortnight. 

When  indigestion  is  attended  with  great  debility  of  the 
system,  swelling  of  the  legs,  or  a  disposition  to  dropsy, 
the  following  is  prt  ferable  to  the  preceding  mixture: 

Take  extract  orrhatany  a  drachm  and  a  half;  muriated 
tincture  of  iion  forty  drops;  compound  spirit  of  juniper 
one  ounce.  Mix, 

T  wo  large  table  spoonsful  to  be  taken  three  times  a  day. 

When  indigestion  in  this  state  of  system  is  afteoded  with 
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oostiveness,  it  is  better  to  give  a  dose  of  active  purgative 
pills  once  or  twice  a  week,  than  to  combine  a  purgative 
with  a  tonic  medicine. 

Aperient  Mixture, 

Take  of  senna  leaves,  two  drachms  ;  infuse  in  a  quarter 
of  a  pint  of  boiling  water  for  half  an  hour,  then  strain,  and 
add  Rochelle  or  Epsom  salt,  half  an  ounce ;  compound 
tincture  of  senna,  an  ounce. 

Three  table  spoonsful  to  be  taken  every  two  or  three 
hours,  till  it  operates. 

In  cases  of  obstinate  costiveness  or  colic,  a  dessert 
spoonful  of  castor  oil  may  be  taken  in  each  dose  of  this 
mixture.  A  laxative  clyster  will  be  also  necessary,  if  a 
speedy  evacuation  be  required. 

This  mixture  is  more  certain  in  its  operation  than  any 
other  purgative  medicine,  and  therefore,  in  cases  where 
it  is  of  consequence  to  empty  the  bowels  speedily,  it  should 
be  preferred. 

It  is  worthy  of  notice,  that  in  acute  fevers,  rhubarb  and 
jalap  will  pcoduce  no  sensible  effect  on  the  intestines,  and 
in  some  constitutions  the  neutral  salts,  as  the  Epsom,  Kc° 
cheile,  &c.  do  not  act  as  purgatives. 

Astringent  Mixture. 

Take  of  prepared  oyster  shells,  two  drachms;  gum 
arable  powder,  three  drachms  ;  laudanum,  twenty  drops  ; 
simple  cinnamon  water,  six  ounces ;  dissolve  (he  gum 
arabic  in  a  little  cinnamon  water,  and  afterwards  rub  with 
it  the  compound  powder,  then  add  the  other  ingredients 

Two  table  spoonsful  to  be  taken  after  every  loose  stool 
in  cases  of  diarrhoea,  or  dysentary. 

This  is  a  commpn  mixture  for  excessive  purging.  When 
the  object  is  to  moderate,  and  not  effectually  to  restrain  the 
discharge  from  the  bowels,  the  following,  which  is  a  fa¬ 
vourite  prescription  of  Dr.  Bailiie,  is  preferable. 

'  Take  of  lime  water,  seven  ounces  ;  compound  tincture 
of  cardamon  seeds,  six  drachms  ;  liquid  laudanum,  twenty 
drops.  Mix. 

Three  table  spoonsful  to  be  taken  every  two  or  thrc^5 
Lours, 


Ant i - hy steric  Mix ture. 

ikike  of  tincture  of  a.safcptida,  three  clracbK'}s  ;  spirit  of 
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sal  volatile,  two  drachms ;  camphorated  julep,  six  ounces. 
Mix. 

Two  table  spoonsful  to  be  taken  every  three  or  four 
hours. 

When  hysteric  fits  are  attended  with  general  debility  of 
the  system,  this  is  an  useful  remedy,  but  when  they  occur 
?n  lull  habits,  the  aperient  mixture  will  succeed  best. 


Cough  Mixture. 

Take  of  ipecacuan  wine,  two  drachms ;  or  ipecacuan 
powder,  ten  grains  ;  gum  arabic  powder,  four  drachms  ; 
laudanum,  twenty  drops;  simple  oxymel,  one  ounce  ;  ai^ 
mond  emulsion,  six  ounces.  Mix. 

Two  table  spoonsful  to  be  taken  eveiy  two  hours,  for 
reMnt  cough,  pleurisy,  and  inflammation  of  the  lun<’'s. 

For  the  purposes  of  allaying  irritation  in  theJune?,  and 
producing  perspiration,  this  is  a  valuable  mixture.  In  all 
cases  of  recent  coughs,  the  bowels  should  be  first  emptied 
by  the  aperient  mixture.  If  attended  with  stitches,  a 
h  isteron  the  chest  will  be  necessary,  as  well  as  the  loss  of 
blood,  if  the  system  be  plethoric,  and  the  congli  attended 

with  head-ache.  In  cases  of  recent  cough,  Dr.  Latham 
prerers  the  following  : 

Take  of  Dover’s  Powder,  halfa  drachm  ;  almond  emul- 
Sion,  seven  ounces.  Mix, 

Ivvo  table  spoonsful  to  be  taken  every  three  or  four 
hours. 

In  cough  of  long  standing,  generally  termed  asthmatic 
coijgh,  attended  with  difficulty  of  expectoration,  and  crene- 
ral  weakness  or  the  system,  without  fever,  tlie  following- 
mixture  generally  proves  very  beneficial. 

Take  of  gum  ammoniac  emulsion,  seven  ounces  ;  oxy- 
Tucl  of  squills,  halfan  ounce;  paregoric  elixir,  six  dracimis. 


Camphorated  Bark  Mixture. 

Take  of  essential  salt  of  bark,  one  drachm  ;  dissolve  in 

camphorated  julep,  six  ounces;  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  two 
riraclmis.  Mix. 

]  hree  table  .spoonsful  to  be  taken  every  two  or  three 
hours,  in  low  infections  fevers,  putrid  sore  throat,  and 
mortifications. 

The  bark  thus  associated,  acts,  as  M.  Lasonne  has  ob¬ 
served,  with  more  energy  and  force,  whether  it  be  employed 
(or  (he  pnrjiose  of  curing  fever  or  gangrene  ;  and  Ihis'as- 
sertion  Dr.  Cullen  believes,  and  experience  lias  proved  to 
be  well  lounded.

Asthmatic  Mixture, 

Take  of  paregoric  elixir,  one  ounce  ;  camphorated  iulen

For  spasmodic  asthma,  particularly  when  attended  with 
..atuleiice,  general  debility,  and  increased  irritability  of 
ihe  nervous  system,  this  is  a  valuable  mixture. 

Gout  Mixture. 

Take  of  volatile  tincture  of  guaiacum,  six  drachms  • 
>raniphorated  mixture,  six  ounces;  tincture  of  rhubarb’ 
halfan  ounce;  honey,  half  an  ounce ;  rub  the  tincture  of 

guaiacum  with  the  honey  in  a  glass  mortar ;  then  add  the 
other  articles  by  degrees, 

^  1.  wo  table  spoonsful  to  be  taken  every  four  or  live 

This  mixture  is  employed  as  a  restorative  after  the  in- 
Hammatory  stage  of  gout  is  over. 

The  treatment  of  a  paroxysm  of  gout  must  be  regulated 
by  the  state  of  the  constitution.  In  the  robust  and  ple- 
thoric  habit,  the  eau  medicinale  has  been  of  great  service 
ivhi  e  in  the  debilitated  frame  it  has  speedily  terminated 
the  lite  of  the  patient.  Nothing  appears  to  be  more  bene- 
hcial  in  relieving  the  anguish  of  pain  and  shortening  the 
!k,  than  perspiration.  When  this  cannot  he  produced  bv 
medicine,  placing  the  limb  over  the  vapour  of  warm  water 

or  covering  the  surface  with  olive  oil,  generally  aftbrds 
wonderful  relief. 


Anti-spasmodic  Mixture. 

Take  of  ether  two  drachms ;  spirit  of  sal  volatile  a 
drachm  and  a  half;  liquid  laudanum,  thirty  drops;  cam- 
phorated  mixture,  six  ounces.  Mix. 

Two  table-spoonfuls  to  be  taken  every  three  or  four 
hours,  for  spasmodic  colic  and  asthma. 

This  is  a  very  efficacious  remedy  in  cases  of  spasms  of 
the  stomach.  In  colicky  affections  it  should  not  be  admi¬ 
nistered  till  three  or  four  evacuations  have  been  procured 
rom  the  bowels,  by  means  of  the  aperient  mixture,  unless 
attended  with  very  acute  pain  in  the  bowels. 

A  nil-rheumatic  Mixture. 

Take  of  volatile  tincture  of  guaiacum,  half  an  ounce  ; 
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honey,  half  on  ounce;  camphorated  julep,  six  ounces; 
rub  the  tincture  of  guaiac  gum  with  the  honey  in  a  glass 
mortar,  and  add  the  other  articles  by  degrees. 

Two  table-spoonfuls  to  be  taken  three  or  four  times  a 
day  for  chronic  rheumatism. 

This  mixture  is  only  applicable  to  rheumatism,  attended 
with  debility  and  flatulence.  For  acute  rheumatism,  or 
rheumatism  attended  with  fever,  the  following  is  a  good 
remedy  : 

Take  of  Mindererus’s  spirit,  three  ounces;  Ipecacuan 
powder,  ten  grains;  pure  water,  five  ounces;  essence  of 
peppermint,  fifteen  drops.  Mix. 

Three  table-spoonfuls  to  be  taken  every  two  hours,  till 
it  produces  the  desired  effect. 

All  medicines  administered  to  promote  perspiratiou, 
should  be  assisted  in  their  operation  by  the  plentiful  use 
of  tepid  drinks,  such  as  warm  barley  water,  gruel,  tea,  or 
the  like. 

The  electric  brush  has  lately  been  found  very  beneficial^ 
both  in  chronic  and  acute  rheumatism,  and  in  rheumatic 
or  nervous  head-ache. 

Nervous  Mixture. 

Take  of  essential  salt  of  bark,  one  drachm,  or  extract 
of  rhatany  root,  a  drachm  and  a  half  •  dissolve  in  cam¬ 
phorated  julep,  six  ounces,  then  add  spirit  of  sal  volatile, 
two  drachms  ;  compound  spirit  of  lavender,  three  drachms. 

Two  table-spoonfuls  to  be  taken  three  or  four  times  a 
day.  For  nervous  irritability  and  periodical  head-aches, 
this  is  a  very  valuable  remedy. 

Brushing  the  hair  with  the  electric  brush  is  a  very  greai 
auxiliary  to  this  medicine,  in  cases  of  nervous  head-acli 
Jt  affords  immediate  relief  by  conducting  from  the  body 
the  superabundant  electric  or  nervous  fluid,  which  occa¬ 
sions  the  morbid  irritation  of  the  brain  and  nerves. 

Absorbent  Mixture. 

Take  of  magnesia,  one  drachm;  rhubarb  powder,  (e-u 
grains ;  laudanum,  six  drops ;  pure  water,  two  ounces ; 
essence  of  mint,  four  drops.  Mix. 

A  tea-spoonful  to  be  given  in  cases  of  gripes  and  fla¬ 
tulency  affecting  children  ;  if  attending  wuth  purging,  the 
following  mixture  will  answer  best. 

Take  of  lime  wafer,  two  ounces;  compound  tincture  rf 
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cardamom  seeds,  two  drachms;  liquid  laudanum,  six  drops 
• — to  be  given  as  the  preceding  mixture. 

Stlnmlatmg  Mixture, 

Take  of  horse-radish  root,  sliced,  and  mustard  seed, 
bruised,  of  each  oue  ounce;  intuse  in  a  pint  of  boiling 
water  in  a  gentle  heat,  for  twelve  hours  ;  then  strain  and 
add  compound  spirit  of  lavender,  one  ounce. 

A  wine  glassful  to  be  taken  three  or  four  times  a  day 

for  paralytic  complaints.  •  i  i 

This  was  a  very  favourite  mixture  for  palsy,  with  the 
late  Dr.  Campbell,  of  Hereford.  A  similar  composition 
is  often  prescribed  by  Dr.  Daillie  and  Dr.  Latham,  in  pa¬ 
ralytic  affections.

For  Scrophula,  or  King's  Evil, 

Take  of  essential  salt  of  bark,  two  drachms;  muriate  of 
lime,  three  drachms,  or  prepared  natron,  two  drachms ; 
dissolve  in  a  pint  of  distilled  w  ater ;  then  add  compound 
tincture  of  rhatany  root,  one  ounce. 

Three  table-spoonfuls  to  be  taken  three  times  a  day. 
When  scrophula  is  attended  with  weakness  of  the  sys-- 
tem  this  is  a  very  valuable  medicine.  For  the  purpose  ot 
correctino'  the  scrophulous  diathesis  of  the  system,  the 
following”  is  often  prescribed  by  Mr.  Cline,  and  Mr.  A. 

Cooper:  „  .  -n 

Take  of  prepared  soda,  five  grains;  sarsaparilla  poyv- 

der,  twenty  grains.  Mix. 

To  be  taken  three  times  a  day  in  a  little  peppermint 
w  ater  or  milk. 

For  the  Hooping  Cough, 

Take  of  ipecacuan  powder,  ten  grains;  tincture  ofasa- 
fmtida,  one  drachm;  laudanum,  ten  drops;  pure  water, 

two  ounces.  Mix.  ,  i  ^  r  i  u 

To  a  child  of  two  years  old,  a  tea-spoonlul  may  be 

given  every  three  hours,  increasing  ten  drops  for  every 

additional  year.  .  .  ,  . 

This  mixture  is  generally  of  great  service  in  hooping 

cough,  when  the  system  has  been  reduced  by  the  disease, 
or  when  the  patient  is  of  a  weakly  constitution.  On  the 
first  attack  of  the  complaint,  an  emetic  dose  ofantimonial 
wine  is  proper.  If  the  system  be  full,  or  if  there  be  a 
great  determination  of  blood  to  the  head,  during  the  lit 
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of  cougiiiiig,  or  bleeding'  at  the  nose,  a  purgative  medi¬ 
cine,  and  sometimes  the  loss  of  blood  will  be  necessary. 

Tonic  Mixture, 

Take  of  extract  of  rliatany  root,  three  drachms ;  dis¬ 
solve  in  twelve  ounces  of  water,  and  add  aromatic  tinc¬ 
ture  of  rliatany  root,  one  ounce  ;  spirit  of  sal  volatile, 
two  drachms. 

Two  or  three  table-spoonfuls  to  be  taken  every  three 
or  four  IroLirs,  for  relaxation  and  weakness  of  the  system  : 
when  attended  with  a  sluggish  state  of  the  bowels,  three 
drachms  of  the  vitriolated  kali  may  be  added,  and,  in 
case  of  profuse  perspiration,  two  drachms  of  the  diluted 
vitriolic  acid  may  be  substituted  for  the  spirit  of  sal 
volatile. 

This  is  a  very  valuable  medicine  for  general  debility  of 
the  system.  As  a  remedy  for  floor  albns,  the  rhatany  root 
is  much  recommended  by  Sir  Henry  Halford,  Dr.  Maton, 
Dr.  Percival^  and  other  eminent  practitioners.  For  gleets 
this  mixture  is  also  a  very  valuable  medicine. 

Saline  Mixture. 

Take  of  crystallized  aeid  of  lemon,  one  drachm,  or  fresh 
lemon  juice,  an  ounce  and  a  half;  salt  of  wormwood,  one 
drachm;  white  sugar,  three  drachms;  pure  water,  twelve 
ounces;  essence  of  peppermint,  thirty  drops.  Mix. 

A  tea-cupful  to  be  taken  frequently  in  inflammatory 
fevers  and  sore  throat. 

PILLS. 

Trills  for  Mropsj/. 

Take  of  squill  pill,  two  drachms;  prepared  calomel,  ten 
grains  ;  gamboge  powder,  a  scruple.  Mix  well  together, 
and  divide  into  thirty-six  pills. 

Three  to  be  taken  twice  a  day,  with  a  wine-glass  full  of 
the  tonic  mixture. 

After  taking  these  pills  six  days,  the  calomel  should  be 
omitted,  and  in  the  course  of-  ten  days,  if  the  mouth  be 
not  alfected  by  it,  it  may  again  be  taken  with  advantage. 

Pills  for  the  Gi'avel. 

Take  of  dried  natron,  two  drachms  :  Spanish  soap,  two

drachms  ;  '\Tith  oil  of  juniper,  make  into  sixty  pills. 

Of  which  three  are  to  be  taken  three  times  a  day. — 
When  the  mephitic  alkaline  or  soda  water  disagrees  with 
the  patient,  this  form  affords  an  excellent  substitute. 

Tonic  Pills. 

Take  of  essential  salt  of  bark,  one  drachm  ;  salt  of  steel, 
a  scruple  ;  gum  olibanum,  one  drachm  ;  with  simple  syrup, 
make  a  mass,  and  divide  into  thirty-six  pills. 

Three  to  be  taken  twice  a  day,  for  fluor  albus  and  gleet. 

Bilious  Pills. 

Take  of  rhubarb,  two  drachms  ;  calomel,  half  a  drachm  ; 
essence  of  peppermint,  ten  drops;  with  a  little  syrup, 
make  into  thirty  pills. 

Three  to  be  taken  every  third  morning,  with  a  wine 
glassful  of  the  solution  of  Epsom  salt. 

Cathartic  Pills.  ^ 

Take  of  compound  colocynth  pill,  one  drachm;  calomel, 
fifteen  grains.  Mix,  and  form  into  fifteen  pills. 

Three  to  be  taken  for  a  dose,  in  obstinate  constipation 
of  the  bowels,  and  redundancy  of  bile. 

These  pills  are  sold  under  the  name  of  Dr.  Hugh 
Smith’s  Antibilious  pills. 

GARGLES. 

Discutient  Gargle. 

Take  of  purified  nitre,  one  drachm  ;  gum  arabic,  three 
drachms ;  dissolve  in  half  a  pint  of  pure  water. 

To  be  used  frequently  for  inflammatory  sore  throat. 

Acidulated  Gargle. 

Take  of  red  rose  leaves,  two  drachms  ;  infuse  in  a  pint 
of  boiling  water  till  cold ;  then  strain,  aiid  add  diluted 
vitriolic  acid,  thirty  drops. 

For  inflammation  of  the  tonsils  and  month.

Astringent  Gargle. 

Take  of  oak  bark,  half  an  ounce;  boil  in  a  pint  of  water 
for  a  quarter  of  an  hour  ;  then  strain,  and  add  alum,  tw  o 
drachms;  red  port  wine,  four  ounces. 
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To  be  used  every  two  or  three  hours,  in  cases  of  relax¬ 
ation,  or  falling  down  of  the  soft  palate.

Detergent  Gargle. 

Add  to  the  acidulated  gargle,  tincture  of  myrrh,  an^ 
honey,  of  each  half  an  ounce. 

For  the  malignant  ulcerated  sore  throat,  thrush,  and 
foul  ulcers  in  the  mouth. 

LAVEMENTS  OR  CLYSTERS. 

Anodyne  Latement. 

Take  of  starch  jelly,  half  a  pint ;  laudanum,  forty 
drops.  Mix. 

The  whole  to  be  injected  by  means  of  a  pewter  lave¬ 
ment  syringe,  in  cases  of  dysentery,  violent  purging,  and 
pain  in  the  bowels. 


Laxatixe  Daxement. 

Take  of  Epsom  salt,  two  ounces.  Dissolve  in  three 
quarters  of  a  pint  of  warm  thin  gruel  or  broth,  with  an 
ounce  of  fresh  butter,  or  sweet  oil. 

Anti- spasmodic  Laxement. 

Take  of  tincture  of  asafoetida,  half  an  ounce  ;  laudanum, 
forty  drops;  gruel,  half  a  pint.  Mix. 

For  spasmodic  affections  of  the  bowels. 

Nutrient  lAixemeni. 

Take  of  strong  beef  tea,  twelve  ounces ;  thicken  with 
hartshorn  shavings,  or  arrow  root. 

In  cases  of  extreme  debility  of  the  body,  or  when  the 
patient  cannot  take  food  by  the  mouth,  in  consequence  of 
some  obstruction  in  the  throat,  this  affords  considerable 
support  to  the  system,  and  has  been  the  means  of  pre¬ 
serving  the  lives  of  patients  till  the  cause  has  been  re¬ 
moved 

It  should  be  thrown  np  with  a  flexible  tube,  longer  than 
the  clyster  pipes  in  common  use,  gently  insinuated  up  the 
rectum.  In  consequence  of  the  improper  exhibition  of 
this  composition,  a  diarrhoea  has  been  produced,  which 
the  reduced  state  of  the  patient  could  ill  bear. 
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LOTIONS  AND  EMBROCATIONS. 

Eye  Water, 

Take  of  Goulard’s  extract  of  lead,  ten  drops;  wliite 
wine  vinegar,  two  drachms;  laudanum,  thirty  drops; 
distilled  water,  eight  ounces.  Mix. 

For  inflammation  of  the  eye,  or  eyelids. 

To  be  frequently  applied  by  means  of  folds  of  finej  old 
linen,  over  the  affected  eye  or  eyes. 

Astringent  Eye  Water. 

Take  of  blue  vitriol,  one  grain  ;  dissolve  in  four  ounces 
of  distilled  water,  and  add  laudanum,  thirty  drops. 

To  be  dropped  between  the  eyelids  of  the  affected  eye, 
three  or  four  times  a  day,  for  films  or  specks. 

Discutient  Lotion. 

Take  of  camphor,  two  drachms;  dissolve  in  rectified 
spirit  of  wine,  four  ounces;  then  add  white  wine  vinegar, 
a  pint. 

For  strains,  bruises^  and  inflammation,  arising  from 
accidents. 

It  may  be  conveniently  applied  in  the  form  of  a  poiiF 
tice,  by  adding  a  sufficient  quantity  of  bran  to  make  it  of 
a  proper  consistence,  and  pouring  on  the  surface  a  fresh 
quantity  of  the  embrocation,  when  the  bran  gets  dry,  or 
feels  warm  to  the  patient. 

Volatile  Liniment. 

Take  of  spirit  of  hartshorn,  six  drachms;  olive  oil,  an 
ounce  ;  shake  well  together. 

This  is  a  good  stimulating  liniment  for  chronic  rheu¬ 
matism,  paralytic  numbness,  and  stiffness  of  joints. 

Liniments  for  Burns  and  Scalds. 

Take  of  linseed  oil  and  lime-water,  of  each  four 
ounces  ;  laudanum,  half  an  ounce.  Mix. 

To  be  applied  by  means  of  lint,  or  soft  old  linen  ;  or, 

Take  of  expressed  juice  of  potatoes,  half  a  pint ;  spirit 
of  wine,  three  ounces  ;  liquid  laudanum,  half  an  ounce. 
Mix.
